Applicant argues that Ogle does not teach another possible delivery system. 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The claims do not expressly require another delivery system, only the selection between a 
short mail service and another type of character mail service for use by a singular, mail transmitting means. Nonetheless, Ogle 
(similarly to Boltz) teaches of a character mail transmission system. In Ogle, the user is provided the choice to select between not only 
different character mail services but also different delivery mechanisms (e.g., pager, cell phone, screen phone, regular phone, PDA, and 
email over media such as ethernet, token ring, cellular modems, and computer modems). The, the combination of Boltz in view of Ogle 
meets the claim limitation discussed above. See the prior Office action for further details. 
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
